NOBODY DOES ANYTHING 
ABOUT IT 


“Everybody talks about the weather.” 
the old saw goes, ‘but no-one does any- 
thing about it.” 

But on the other hand it would be 
pretty difficult to do much about such 
conditions as we have experienced over 
the past few weeks. Man, with all lis 
ability, is still no match for Nature im 
its elemental state. 

It is not in any way out of line to say 
that damage and losses in the past few 
weeks will have caused farmers in our 
immediate vicinity hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars. It will have set many 
of them back some years, and it will 
have upset plans of years. 

We heard the statement recently that 
the municipality won't be able to do a 
single bit of work this year, and it’s 
probably quite true, Restoring the 
roads to. their former condition may 
even eat into next year’s budget as well. 
Every comer in the area will require a 
considerable amount of work, and 
enormous numbers of culverts have 
been torn right out of the roads. 

Losses through starving of stock are 
almost impossible of assessment. It 1s 
evident not only in the loss of many of 
the adult animals, but calves, shoats 
and lambs are dying also. Many of 
those which survive may never be the 
animals they should be f 

Stocks of food and household ariicles 
have in numerous instances been dam- 
aged by flooding, and cash losses im 
these cases have generally been very 
heavy. 

Disruption of rail and road services 
is working an extreme hardship on 
wany areas and many families, which 
might otherwise be able to sustain the 
hardships inflicted with less upset. 
However many places have been with- 
out supplies for weeks on end, and 
stocks cannot help but run low. 

Throughout the entire West, the loss- 
es must be enormous, And yet the 
character of the people is such that 
whatever comes, they still plan next 
year’s crop. they talk about improve: 
ments to the barn, and they look abead 
to the new car. Such indomitable spirit 
must still come uppermost in the end,

In essence the curfew seems design- 
ed to make parents do the job the c¢om- 
munity feels they should do by them- 
selves, which amounts to seeing that 
their children are not without supervis- 
ion after a reasonable hour, And it is 
an accepted axiom in the legal profes 
sion that vou cannot enforce a regula- 
tion with which the community is not in 
svmpathy. 

It would seem by the very nature of 
things, therefore, that the conmunity is 
not insvympathy with this move tomake 
them rear their children ‘*properly”’, 
since almost any attempt to improve 
the situation meets with so much oppos- 
ition, both active and passive, that the 
attempt is soon dropped. 

Macleod’s venture, therefore, is like- 
lv to cause considerable interest among 
other towns, and will be closely watch-

Canada is chasing ‘a will o’ the 
wisp in trying to hold any part of 
the British market for surplus Can- 
adian beef will find their argument 
strengthened in a Buenos Aires dis- | 
patch stating that a new high tor 
Argentine cattle was established 
the other day. The price was 58.6 


centavos as against an average of 38 | 


centavos in 1945-46. Which, being 
translated, means that the Argen-- 
tineans are now getting 6.3 cents 
live weight per pound for their beef 
cattle as against a former price of 
four cents. 

Alberta cattle producers, who are 
telling us that they cannot feed 
coarse grains at present prices to 
beef and make ends meet, 
will wonder how Argentina ranch- 
ers can sell for 6.3 cents a pound. 
Argentina South American 
country ofjust over13,000,000 peopie 
mostly of Spanish descent. It is a 
great livestock producer and has 
some 33,000,000 cattle and 44,000,000 
sheep as against our 8,000,000 
cattle and-barely 3,000,000 sheep. 

Being ‘in the northern part of the 
South Temperate zone, it has no 
Winter feeding problem so far as 
livestock are concerned, producing 
them very cheaply on native grass 
of the range lands, called the pam- 
pas, on alfalfa, and on rye and oats 
cereal pasture grown for winter pas- 
ture and used in much the same 
way as we use our cover crop whhe 
the native grasslands are resting.
